MAJORITY AND MINORITY REPORTS, 


Better for Western Men Now than It 
Was Waen First Drafted. 


. gRGUMENTS FOR IT AND AGAINST IT. 


Wasuinetonr, D. C., April 16.—[Special. }— 
The McKinley tariff bill, as it was laid be- 
the House vhie afternoon, suited West- 
ern Republicans better than the original 
draft of the bill. The changes outlined last 
night proved correct. Hides are back on the 
free list and sugar is free, with a bounty of 
to cents per pound for domestic production. 
Another change, which will probably be 
made in the House, will be to wipe out the 
discrimination against Mexican ores. While 
there are some other provisions that West- 
ern members will seek to have anered they 
will support the modified measure much 
more heartily than they could have support- 
ed whe original bill. The tice in favor of 
free sugar bas been steadily rising. The 
efforts of the Sugar Trust ana the Spreckels- 
Hawaiian sugar ring to stem tne current 
were futile, and Gov. Gear, Mr. La Follette, 
and Mr. Burrows have of late been powerful- 
ly strengthened in their fight for cheap 
„ Some of the Republican members 
don’t like the notion of a bounty, but they 
will acquiesce in it so that the Louisiana 
planters and the beet-root sugar-raisers can 
1 no cause of complaint that their proper- 
ty is destroyed by making sugar free. The 
removal of the sugar tax makes it much 
easier to calculate the reduction of the rev- 
enve than when with ad vaiorem tax. 

The majority report begins with a state- 
ment of the financial situation and estimates 
‘that the surplus at the end of the present 
fiscal year wiil be $92,000,000, and, deducting 
the sum required to wake paymvnats on the 
sinking tund, the net surpius of receipts over 
expenditures will be $43,678,883. The esti- 
mated surplus of the next fiscal year will be 
$43,560,522, which, with the amount of cash 
now on hand and available (reaching $90,- 
000,000), will justify areducwon of the rev- 
enue in the sum contemplated by the bill re- 
ported —$60,936,936—and brobably more from 


customs, and say $10,327,878 from internal 


revenue, or a total of $71,264,414. It says: 
MAJORITY REPORT. 

The exact effect upon the revenues of the Gov- 
' @mment of the proposed bill is difficult of ascer- 
faiomert. That there will be a substantial re- 
Auction, as we will show, admits of no doubt. It 
f hot believed that the increase of duties upon 
_ Weols and woolen goods and upon giassware will

would of course foilow if the importauons of the 
last fiscal year were hereafter to be maintained, 
Which, however, is altogether improbabie. The 
result will be that importation will be de- 
ereased, and therefore the amount of revenue 
collected from these sources will be diminished. 
In every case of increased duty. except that im 
posed upon tin-plate (which does not go 
into effect until July 1, 1891) and upon linen 
fabrics the effect will be to reduce rather than 
enlarge the revennes, because importations will 
falloff. It was the aim of the committee to fix 
the duties upon that class of manufactured goods 
and farm products which can be supplied at 
home so as to discourage the use of like foreign 
goods and products secure to our own peo- 
ple and our Own producers the bome market, be- 
lieving that competition among ourselves will 
secure reasonable prices to consumers in the 
future as it bas invariably done in tne past. 

The committee admits that free trade or 
revenue duties would temporarily diminish 
prices, but argues that it would be at the ex- 
pense of the domestic products which would 
de dispiaced, and then prices would again ad- 
Vance and the country would be left at the 
mercy of foreign syndicates and manufactur- 
ers. Continuing, the report says: 

Cheaper products from abroad to the American 
consumers mean cheaper labor at home and 
lower rewards to the domestic producer, with no 
permanent benefits to the Consumer. Neither con- 
dition would prove a blessing to the United States. 
This bill is framed in the interest of the people 


of the United States. It is for the better de- 


fense of American homes and Ameriean indus- 
tries. Ample revenues for the wants of the Goy- 
ernment are provided for by this bill and every 
reasonable encouragement is given to productive 


enterprises and to the labor employed therein.. 


The committee believe that inasmuch as neariy 
$400,000.000 are annually required to meet the 
expenses of the Government u is wiser 
to tax those foreign products which seek 
& market here in co tion with our 
own than to tax our mestic products 
or the non competing foreign products. 
We have realized that a reduction of duties be- 
low the difference between the cost of labor and 
Production in competing countries and our own 
would result either in the abandonment of much 
of our manufacturing here or in the depression 
ot our labor. Eimer result would bring disaster, 
the extent of which no one can measure. 

We have reco nded no duty above the 
point of difference between the normal cost of 
production bere including labor, and the cost of 
like production in the countries which seek our 
markets. 

THE BILL ITSELFS. 

The committee closes its argument upon 
the general subject of the tariff by a quota-

The committee recommend that sugar up to 
and including No. 16 Dutch standard of color, 
and molasses, be placed on the free list, with a 
duty of four-tenths of one cent per pound on 
iy sugar 8 16, and that a bounty of 

wo cents per ud be paid from the-Treasury 
fora parted | ** years for all sugar polar 
izing at least 85 per cent made in this country 
from cane, beets, or sorghum produced in 
the United States. In 1888 the consump- 
tion of sugar in the United States 
was 1,469,007 tong, or 52.1 pounds per inhabitant. 
Of this only. 180,814 tons were produced in the 
United States, and 1,280,183 tons, or seven-eizhths 
of our consumption, were imported. So large a 
proportion of our sugar is imported that the 
home production of sugar does not materially 
affect the price, and the duty is therefore a tax 
which ig added to the price not only 
of the imported but of the domestic prod- 
uct, which is not true of duties im- 
posed on  artidles produced or made 
here substantially to the extent of our wants. 
When it is considered that this increase in cost 
due to the duty fails on an article of prime ne- 
cessity as food, your committee are pursuaded 
that justice as well as good policy requires that 
such an unnecessary burden in the way ot a di- 
rect tax should be removed from sugar, and that 


the encouragement required to induce the pro- 


auction of sugar in the United States should be 
given through & bounty rather than py an import 


duty. 

* AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS. 

Coming to agricultural products the re- 
port says the committee has given most of 
us investigation to existing conditions of ag- 
ricultural aud kindred matters. It says: 

That, there is widespread depression in this in- 
dustry today cannot de douvted. A critical ex- 
amination of the subject will show that agricult- 
ure is suffering chiefly from a most damaging 
foreign ‘compétition in our home market. 
The incréase in immportations of agricult- 
ural products since 1880 has deen 
enormous, mounting from 840, 000, 000 to more 
than $856,000,000 in 1889. The worid's market,” 
to which the advocates of tariff for revenue only 
invite the farmers or this country, is today 
crowded with the products of the cheapest hu- 
man labor the earth affords. All over the Old 
World there is s rush of their surpius to that 
market, and it is to such a contest as this that 
free trade would ailure American agriculture. 
With a view to increasing the number of gainful 
occupations Open to the farmer the committee 
has recommended a bounty to the growers of 
suk. Asa duty of $1 a pound would be required 
to protect the American silk-reeier, the compit- 
tee has decided that so high a duty would em- 
barrass the silk-weaving inverests without suf- 
ficient reason, and to secure the industry as 
speedily as possible offers the necessary differ- 
ential of a botinty of $1 per pound, or about 2 
per cent protection on reeled silk. 

To encourage the production of cocoons 
and give direct ehcouragement to the pro- 
ducers the committee has also provided a 
bounty of seven cents @ pound on fresh co- 
coons, and these bounties are to continue for 
ten years. Of the internal revenue sections 
the committee, after reciting them, says it 
has recommended the repeal of all statutes 
imposing. restrictions upon farmers and 
growers of tobacco, so that they will sell 
with freedom. 

In conclusion the report says that the ad- 
vance of duties on agricultural products 
would meren ge the revenues if the imports 
continue to de as large as during the last 
year. But as they are for the most part 
articles which this country can produce to 
the extent of our Wants the increased duty 
will reduce importations so that the revenues 
will not be increased, and our tarmers will 
hold their owa markets. 

MINORITY REPORT. 

The minority report is signed by all tthe 
Democratic memoers of the committee. It 
says: 1 

The minority contends for the principle of just 
and equal texation upon all, according to their 
ability to bear the ourden, while the majority 
has in this bill thorougaly committed itself to 
the policy of unjust and unequal taxation of the 
many for the benefit of the few. According to 
the statements made before the committee the 
protected industries of the country have never 
been at any time in our history in such a depressed 
and discouraging condition as they are now. 
A great many ot the parties engaged in these 

have declared in. the course of our in- 

that the slightest reduction in the 

rates of duty now imposed on competing foreign 
products would compei them to close their works 


even gone 30 far as to assert that they will be 
forced to go out of Ousiness if the rates of taxa- 
tion are mot increased. At the same 
ume the Isborers in those industries 
are complaining of insufficient wages, repeated 
suspension of work, and a general condition of 
uncertainty und insecurity in their relations to 
those who give them employment. 

When capital and labor unite in declaring that 
our protected ind are not prosperous 
under that system, ough it was designed and 
has been mamtained for tneir special benefit, 
the conciusion is inevitable that there is a vice 
in it somewhere thet ought to be removed. 

The report states that the remedy pro- 
posed by the majority is the imposition of 
more taxés upon every article of foreign 
origin which the people of this country de- 
sire to buy, and for which they are ready 
and anxious to éxchange the cotton wnich 
they cannot spin, the corn and wheat which 
they cannot consume, the oil and coal which 
they cannot burn, and many other products 
of our farms, our forests, and our mines. 
Tnese surpits products must find a market 
somewhere obteiae of the United States. 
The imports last year were $745,131,652, paid 
for mainly in our surplus agricultural prod- 
ucts, It would be impossible for the people 
of the United States to send out of the coun- 

that sum in cash, and every one knows

money should be spent at home. In fact itis 
spent were in the production, preparation, 
and transportation of the articles we send 
abroad to pay for importations. 
WHAT THE BILL WILL DO. 

Continuing, the report says the bill will in- 
crease the taxes on wool and wooilens $15,000, - 
000 per annum. according to last year’s im- 
portations, out really to a much greater sum 
while taxes on tobacco to the amount of 
$8,860,904 are abolished. The minority can- 
not agree to do this at the price of an m- 
crease on necessaries. The report then at- 
tacks some of wedetails of the Dill as fol-

and discharge their employés, ana others have 


impossible to protect the farmer against foreign 
competition in his home market, for he bas no 
such competition, and the insertion or retention 
of these articles in a tariff bill’ is a 
device which will deceive no one who 
gives a moment's thought to the subject. In our 
Opinion if this bill passes the farmers will be the 
first to demand a restoration of the old rates or 
that these importations be made free. for while 
the imposition of duties on live animals and oth- 
er agricultural products cannot possibly do our 
farmers any good at home, the increases made 
by this bill on manufactured and other articles 
which we import will cartainly be a great injury 
to them abroad'in the. markets where they are 
compelled to sell their surplus. Such a policy 
is Certain to provoke retaliatory legislation 
by the countries to which we export our agri- 
cultural products, and already France, Germany, 
and other countries have made discriminations 
against us which have severely affected the sale 
of our breadstuffs and provisions. If this bill 
passes the Dominion of Canada, the Republic of 
Mexico, and the various Governments of Central 
and South America will almost certainly pursue 
the game course, and as a result of this commer- 
cial warfare the farmers will soon find dem- 
selves without a market for their surplus prod- 
ucts either at home or abroad. 

The report criticises the sugar bounty and 
protests against the gross favoritiem and in- 
justice of such a policy. The mmority finds 
it impossible to state with accuracy the ef- 
fect of the increases. They express the 
opinion that the increase of the tobacco duty 
will de $16,305,925, and that other items will 
show an increase of $8,000,000. Adding these 
amounts to the $40,055,152 shown by the com- 
mittee’s tables to have been added to the 
duties on articles remaining on the dutiable 
list shows a total increase of duties on arti- 
cles still dutiable outside of the sugar sched- 
ule of about $65,000,000. 

ORDERED PRINTED. 

Mr. McKinley of Ohio, from the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, reported the Tariff 
bill and it was ordered printed and referred 
to the Committee of the Whole. 

Mr. Carlisie of Kentucky presented the 
views of the minority and McKenna of Cali- 
fornia presented his individual views. Or- 
dered printed. 


Want a Duty on Sugar. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., April 16.— The sugar 
bounty proposition is not ucceptable to the 
Louisiana producers as is evidenced by the 
following statement submitted by them to 
the Ways and Means Committee: 

We, the undersigned, representatives of the 
Louisiana sugar industry, have read in the pa- 
pers a statement that we have consented to the 
substitution of free sugars and a bouoty in 
lieu of a duty on that article. We de- 
sire to assure the committee that we 
have at no time consented to such a 
proposition, and we wish to state that we are op- 
posed to any proposition that separates sugar 
from the other industries of the country affected 
by tariff legislation. We request thas the pres- 
ent rates of duty on the grades of sugar that we 
produce be maintained, and that we shall have 
the protection for our industry that we are win 
ing to concede to the other industries of the 
country.

Frank M Bristol, arou the full measure 
of the audience’s enthusiasm. The subject 
of the oration is expressed in the first sen- 
tence of Mr. Gooch’s remarks. Dr. Bristol 


said in substance: ; 

I believe ia the common-séhool system as the 
safeguard of the Constitution, and I believe in 
the non-interference of teligious denominations 
and irreiigious organizations as essential to the 
integrity and preservation of the common-school 
system. If history has any si&nificant leeson for 
us itis that self-government possible only to 
intelligence. The greatest lem which our 
educational system has solve is how 
to make a homoge s body politic 
out of our heterogeneous pulation. This 
problem can be solved only by the common 
school, which shall take the children of different 
racial parentage and so mold them that they 
shall come forth characteristic: Americans. An 
attack on the common seheol system of this 
country isa menace to our political freedom. 
The bour has come for every patriotic citizen to 
be on the alert, ready to smite with a freeman's 
vengeance the impious hand that is laid with 
violence on this the citadel of American institu- 
tions. 

Two enemies have appeared—foreignism and 
ecclesiasticism. He is still an alien in spirit 
who would here teach his children a foreign 
tongue and educate them in the German, French. 
or Italian language rather than in the language 
of the Declaration of Independence and the Con- 
stitution and laws of the country. 

The recent attack on the Bennett law of Wis- 
consin and the attack which glieu ecclesiastics 
and native demagogues are itating against 
the school laws of Lilinois show that there is a 
marked foreignism in this country bent on the 
destruction of Americanism and the overthrow 
of the common school. 

The day will come when the children of these 
alien-spirited sectari will rise up to curse 
the bigotry that attem to train them to 
American citizenship m a foreign language 
destitute of the American spirit and genius!

The Roman Oatholic hierarchy would 
not only drive all the children of its com- 
munion out of the common schools into 
parochial schools but would resist the demand of 
tne State for a parochial school education, which

It would seem that the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy is not alive to the fact that the nineteenth 
century does not want the fifteenth century edu- 
cation. When so just a demand is resisted the 
people have a right to suspect the Roman 
Cathohe Church of sinister motives and doubt its 
loyalty to free institutions. . 

The one thought of the Romish Church 
seems to he to secure absolute 
political control and run the State 
in the interests of Rome. I do not believe that 
the Roman Catholic people desire to see the 
peace of this republic destroyed by ecclesiastical 
interference in politics. They are the most en- 
lightened Roman Catholics in the world, thanks 
to our common school system. and they are true 
to the institutions of this country. | 

But the Roman Catholic hierarchy is not Demo- 
cratic, itis not Republican, It does not believe 
in the power of the people. It is an ecclesiast- 
ical despotism, claiming the divine right of one 
man, the one Italian, to sway the scepter of uni- 
versal temporal power. 

The entire history of Papacy is sgainst free 
institutions and the government of the people. 

When a text-book in Roman Catholic colleges, 
sanctioned by Cardinal Manning, says: The 
civil laws are binding on the conscience only so 
long as they are conformable to the rights of the 
Catholic Church; when the Vicar General of 
New York, preaching to American citizens, says: 
“It is disloyal for a Roman Catholic 
to say he will receive his faith from 
the Pontiff but not his politics”;

wretchedness. Their beds and bedding and

ground. 

About twelve miles below Catfish Point 
and three above the Town of Huntingdon a 
narrow swath 100 yards long was discovered 
cut through the light umber which intervenes 
between the embankment and the river. The 
heavier trees on eitner side of this lane 
through the woods were barked in an un- 
usual manner. Last Sunday night word was 
@nveyed to Capt. E. C. Toilinger, the Gov- 
ernment engineer in charge of the work of 
the Mississippi River Commission, tnat sev- 
eral colored families had taken refuge on the 
top of the levee above Huntingdon ana that 
the dyke was crumbling rapidiy away. The

THE MOST DISASTROUS BREAK.

Chicot City, Ark., ana Utah Landing, 
seven miles above Arkansas City, are two 
points that have suffered in common.

They all are, with one or two exceptions, 
half under water. Moored outside the levee 
is a great ark-shaped craft 150 feet long with 
double rows of windows. it is a Govern- 
ment quarter-boat in which a number 
of the inhabitants of the place are tem- 
porarily residing. It was at Chicot City 
that the second break in the Arkansas levee 
occurred. The levee system in this State 
was abandoned during and after the war. 
After the high water of 1882 steps were taken 
to rebuild the dikes, and a — was 
made below the Arkansas River. uring 
the present high water and previous to the 
breaks on either side of the river a great 
deal of hostility was exhibited between the 
Arkansas and Mississippi people over their 
respective levee systems. The Mississippi 
planters behind their big dikes not 
oniy prayed for a break in the 
Arkansas levees, but patrolied their own 
embankments with armed guards to prevent 
the people from tue other State coming over 
and making a crevasse in the hope of remov- 
ing the s n on the dikes on that side.

FLOODS RISING AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Twenty Miles of the Illinoig Central Track 
Under Water. 

New Orteans, La. April 16.—[Special.]— 
The overflow today on the Illinois Central 
road has reached within two miles of Pon- 
chatoula and covers the track from one inch 
near here to twelve inches at Pass Manch. 
The track is now under water for nearly 
twenty miles. Since yesterday the water 
has risen over four inches and extended 
three miles west of Ponchatoula. No mail 
has been received from New Orleans 
since Sunday. Postmaster Bigei telegraphed 
to the Postmaster-General at Washington to 
be allowed to establish a temporary mal 
service between Ponchatoula and Covington. 


WHO ARE KATE SHELLEY AND GARABED ! 


The Story of the Bridge and the Rug Re- 
told—The Fund. 

Since Taz Tau published the account 
of Kate Sheiley’s deed of bravery and started 
a fund to be applied to the lifting of the 
mortgage from her little home, papers 
throughout the country have referred to the 
article and to the fund, but without making 
it clear to their readers just who Kate Shel- 
ley 18, and what she has done to merit the 
public’s praise and sympathy. With the 
view of making these points clear is given 
the following condensed account of the her- 
oine’s deed and needs: 

Kate Shelley lives with her mother, 
brother, ana sister in a cottage in the ham- 
let of Moingona, Ia. She is 24 years of age 
and a schoolteacher. She distinguisded ber- 
self ‘when little more than a child by do- 
ing all the work upon the httie farm on 
which the family eked out an existence. 
Her father, a section foreman on the North- 
western, had been killed on the tracks al- 
most in front of the house, and her eldest 
brother had been drowned in the river under 
— Creek bridge. July 6, 1881, when Kate 
was 15 years old, a flood swept down the val- 
ley of the Des Moines River and carried 
eleven out of twenty-one bridges and weak- 
ened the bridge spanning Honey Creek over 
which ran the Northwestern. An engine 
running wild and carrying four men went 
through the broken bridge into the creek 
and two of the men were drowned. The 
others clung to a tree. The noise of the 
breaking bridge was heard in the Snheliey 
household and Kate, knowing that a passenger 
train was soon due, took a lantern and went 
out into the stormy night to head off the 
train. She went through the woods to the 
ruins of une bridge, and there heard the 
cries of the men in the flood beneath. She 
promised to get them aid and started for the 
nearest station.

CHARGES AGAINST DR. RTLANOE. 


They Are Being Investigated by an Eccies- 
fastical Commission. 

New Yorx, April 16.—[Special ]—The ec- 
clesiastical commission appointed by Bishop 
Potter to iuvestigate the charges against the 
Rev. Dr. Joseph H. Rylance, pastor of St. 
Mark’s Uburch, convened this afternoon at 
the Protestant Episcopal See-House, No. 29 
Lafayette place. ihe commission was com- 
posed of Archdeacon MacKay-Smith, the 
Rey. Arthur Brooks, the Rev. Dr. Shackle- 
ford, and Messrs. Boynton and Whitlock 
representing the laity. Dr. Rylance and 
Lawyer Quackenbos, his accuser, were on 
hand early. The proceedings were con- 
ducted behind closed doors and the discus- 
sion lasted two hours. Mr. Quackenbos 
seemed very much put out when he emerged 
from the See House. To an inquiry as to 
what had transpired before the commission- 
ers he said: 

“As far as I am concerned I am free to 
admit that I am now done with the case. My 
attitude might perhaps be well described by 
paraphrasing the sentiment, Put not your 
faith in princes’ into ‘ Put not your faith in— 
women.“ 

The Rev. Dr. Rylance said that the result 
of the commission’s deliberations had been 
excuipatory rather than incriminating. Mr. 
Quackenbos, however, bad made a stutement 
upon the strength of which the commission 
had decided that there was no ground upon 
which to consider the charges. Dr. Rylance 
said the commission would make its report 
to the Bishop this week, but it would not be 
decorous for him to say what the nature of 
that report would be. The commission, he 
said, was in some sort like a grand jury, 
and was to decide whether, after hearing 
the charges, Dr. Rylance was to submit to a 
trial by his peers, or, in other words, a court 
composed of clergymen and presided over by 
the Bishops. Dr. Rylance was not afraid, 
after what transpired today, that it would re- 
port in fa vor of a trial.

Three years ago the — for tnis 
purpose was but 86,000. Ald. Dixon, Chair- 
man of the tast Finance Committee, said the 
appropriation was increased at the request of 
the Heaith Commissioner.

RUMORS OF A GREAT RAILROAD DEAL 


The Rock Island Said to Have Leased the 
Rio Grande and Rio Grande Western. 
Sar Lax, Utah, April 16.—[Special.|—A 

well-defined rumor is in circulation to the 

effect that the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific has entered -into a contract with the 

Denver and Rio Grande and the Rio Grande 

Western railroads by which the lines of the 

latter companies will be leased for a period 

of ninety-nine years, which amounts to a 

virtual saie. Mr. J. H. Bennett, the General 

Freight and Passenger Agentof the Rio 

Grande and Western, says: 

“The Rio Grande Western is the most valu- 
able piece of railroad property in the West- 
ern country. I do not believe that itis for 
sale or has been sold to any other corpora- 
tion. If when it could have been purchased 
cheaper than it can now it was not sold, it is 
not reasonable to suppose that the company 
has disposed of it now that the property has 
become much more valuable. What makes 
the property so valuable is that it will have 
for feeders at Grand Junction the Denver 
and Rio Grande, the Mialand or Rock Isl- 
and, the Santa Fé, and the Missouri Pacific. 
It is only a question of time when these four 
roads will be at Grand Junction, and then 
we shall handle the trafficof each and can 
do it cheaper than they can themselves. 
There is nothing in the rumor of a sale, nor 
do I believe that there is any likelihood of

The Cigarmakers’ Union met 
last evening and admitted to membership 151 of 
the persons who wenton strike at the Columbia 
factory a week ago. 

There is a movement among the sash, door, 
and blind factory employés looking to the forma- 
tion ofa union. Last week a clubof a number 
of th workmen was formed, and from this will 
spring the larger organization. A meeting of 
several hundred employés of the industry was 
held last night in Caledonia Hall. Speeches 
Ge organization were made by Theodore 
Gestefeld and G. E. Detwiler. The majority of 
the men present signed the roil of the employés’ 
club, and it Was stated that next week the union 
would be formed under the direction of the 
President of the American Federation of Labor. 

The threatened strike of switchmen on the 
Rock Island railroad has been averted, Two of 
the men were discharged by tne Division Super- 
intendent because, it was claimed by some of 
their comrades, the two were tale-bearers 
and continually creating distord. The yard- 
master championed the cause of the discharged 
pair and resigned. Generali Manager St. John 
refused to accept the resignation, but had the 
whole matter investigated and finally referred 
to an arbitration committee. The committee 
found that the two objectionable men should be 
retained, but should have their place of labor 
changed. This was satisfactory to the other 
men

SAYS HE WAS WED WHILE DRUGGED. 


Henry H. Graham Acconses His Wife, One 
of the Noted Bangs Sisters. 

An answer to the bill for divorce filed by 
Mary E. Graham, one of the Bangs sisters, 
was filed yesterday by Henry H. Graham. 
Mrs, Graham charged that they were mar- 
ried by a mock Justice in New York, and 
that after she had discovered the fraud a 
legal marriage ceremony’ was performed. 
She charged him with cruelty, ana says she 
was compelied on two occasions to leave 
him. Once she obtained a writ of ne exeat, 
and he pretended to have deposited $3,500 in 
bonds as security for not running away. He 
fled nevertheless to Peru and she could not 
get the bonds. 

Graham denies having fled to Peru. He 
also denies that the woman is his wife, and 
denounces her as a Spiritualistic humbug. 
She induced him to put up the bonds on a 
promise to forswear mediumistic pursuits 
and give up materializauons and the like. 
She went back to her old ways, however, and 
he took back his bonds. 

Graham further says that April 11, 1887, bis 
first wife died and he became aeranged 
through grief, A friend told him that 
through Miss ‘Bangs he could communicate 
with his dead wife and introduced him to the 
fair medium. Miss Bangs toid him that the 
best way to forget his grief wus to m 
again, but he said he had promised his wife 
on her deathbed that he wouldn’t. He fre- 
quently mét the mediumistic, Miss Bangs, 
after that and she often askea him to marry 
ber. Graham says he went to California, and 
while there one of his two children died 
and he was again prostrated and 
nearly insane. On his return in that. state 
Miss Bangs toid him she bad had a commu- 
nication with his wife, who had requested 
that to please her he would marry the medi- 
um. She also showed him a message pur- 
porting to have been sent by his dead child, 
which read: Dear papa: I wonid like this

BISHOP SPALDING’S VIEWS. 


With Certain Restrictions He Favors Com- 
pulsory Education. ; 

ProktA, III., April 16.—[Special. |—Bishop 
Spalding of this diocese was interviewed 
this evening on the Compulsory Education 
law. In substance he said: Compulsory 
education isa good thing and all right and 
Ithink it is the duty of each State to see 
that every child has an education. I hold, 
however, that the State has no right to leave 
to a school board the sole right to 
say in which school a child shall be edu- 
cated, You know, and everybody knows, 
that often very ignorant men are placed on 
a school board. It is also an indisputable 
fact that the more ignorantaman is the 
more be is disposed to meddle. Itseems to 
me very foolish to attempt to force people to 
learn the English language, because such a 
course is unnecessary. It is the lan 
of the country and people will learn it 
anyhow. All other languages are bound 
to be secondary in this conatry? 
There is no need of foremg it, as 
every motive will prompt people to learn it. 
We should not antagonize other Jahguages, 
for the highest culture is found where men 
are educated in several languages. 

“T think the law should be modified so 
as to take away the power of school 
boards to interfere with church and 
private schools. An education in 
any parochial or rivate school of 
good character should be sufficient. You 
will find the Germans opposed to it because 
of the clause which English shali te 
taught. Ithink it wo be well to speak 
and teach both languages. I am not anxious 
to see the German language die out in this 
country, for it broadens the public mina. 
The Germans are a deep- d race, broad 
thinkers, and their language helps to broaden 
and modify public opinion. It is not wise to 
tram pie out the German language.

GENERAL BREDUCIION OF SALARIES. 
The United States Express Company Com- 
pelied te Ketrench—The Reasons. 

Beginning May 1 che salaries of the em- 
ployés of the United States Express company 
will be reduced from 10 to 20 per cent. This 
reduction will inelude all from the heads of 
departments down to the men receiving $50 
per month, Notitication of the reduction bas 
been given, and there is considerable gossip 
regarding the step. 8 

General Manager Chauncy H. Crosby ex- 
plained yesterday just why the expenses are 
to be curtailed. He said: 

“In the fret place I would like it under- 
stood that this reduction is not for the pur- 
pose of imcréasing the dividends. Every 
man in the employ of the company earns ev- 
ery dollar of his wages and more too, but 
the business Cannot be run at a loss. Those 
men who are getting trom $235 to $45 
month tre will not touch. 

he. high-salaried meu will be reduced 20 
percent. Men gutting $75 to $125 a month 
will be reduced 15 per cent. A still lower 
grade will have to stand a decrease of 10 per 
cent. 

“As to the reasons for this: There are 
three that principally led up to it. The first 
is the cost of trausportation. The railroads 
now demand neariy doubie what they used 
to charge, and in addituon, owing 
to tne faster time made on all kinds 
of freight, they have taken away a 
arge share of the express business. 
Freight that used to take four days from 
New York, and consequently was forwarded 
by express, 18 now carried by che railroads 
in sixty hours. and further reductions iu 
time may be expected, so that the moving of 
large express puckvges nas been taken from 
us to a considerable extent. The second is 
that the express company has to carry pack- 
ages much cheaper than formerly. here 
we once rece) ved $4 a hundred pounds we now 
have to carry it for and carry it further. 
The profits have therefore been cut at both 
— The third is that competion is also 
affecting us as it is the other express com- 
pan ies. As the roads will not give us more 
advantageous rates we are compelled to re- 
trench in salaries. This graded reduction 
will de no great hardshipto anybody, and tne 
highest salaried men stand the greatest loss.“

A story of alleged oppression on the part of 
prison officials and guards is tolc by Thomas 
Broderick, the Burlington engineer who was 
recently pardoned out of the Joliet Peniten- 
tiary, having nearly completed the term for 
which he was sentenced for complicity in the 
dynamite outrages perpetrated by strikers on 
the “ road. Broderick has been in the 
city a tew days visiting with his numerous 
friends, who seem to regard him as a martyr. 
He stall Geciares he was innocent of the 
crime of which he wasconvicted. Hesayshe 
was treated weil during his imprisonment, 
but that he witnessed inexcusable and heart- 
less persecution of some of the other prison- 
ers which calis for investigation and reform. 
Broderick particularly cites the cases of the 
Anarchists, Oscar Neebe and Samuel Fielden.

They Did Net Know of Their Interest. 

Mrs. Nettie B. Valentine and Miss Mamie A. 
Lewis, chilaren of Chauncey Lewis, who died in 
1875, began suit in the Circuit Court yesterday 
against Matthew Lafiin, his son George H. Laf- 
lin, the Chicago, Santa Fé and California, and 
the Atchison, Topeka and SantaF’é railroad com- 
panies to secure halt of a 160 acre tract of land in 
the Town of Lyons. Mr. Laflin took ti:le to the 
quarter section from the Trustees of the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal in 1856 He conveyed one- 
huif of the tract to Chauncey Lewis and William 
R. Loomis. Mr. Loomis lately quit-claimed his 
hulf interest in the half of the truct to Mrs. Val- 
entine and Miss Lewis. They say that they did 
not know until lateiy that they had any title to 
the property. Their fatwwer bougbt with Loomis 
from Laflin in 1856, but be was kept for a long 
time within the Confederate hnes during the 
Civili War, and after the war was over he became 
peralyzed, and remained so until 1875, when ne 
died. His widow, Catharine P. Lewis, mother 
of the complainants, took his evidence of title, 
and in 1888 she was killed by a steamboat acci- 
dent on the Mississippi River, and the deeds 
were lost with ber. pon their recent discov- 
ery that their father owned an interest in the 
tract the ladies went to see Mr. Loomis and 
bought his interest, so that their interest is one- 
hafl. Matthew Laflin has paid all taxes, and the 
complainants offer to refund their proportion of 
them and wanta partition. The interestof the 
Chicago. Santa Fé and California railway grows 
out of a contract they have with Laflin for a right 
of way 100 feet wide through the tract, which they 
have assigned to tne Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé railroad.

COMING CAMPAIGN,

George 8. Willits an Aspirant for the Seat 
Held by Congressman Adams—Col. Ab- 
ner Taylor Likely to Be Renominated 
in the First—“ Our Frask” in Danger 
The Siteation In the Third—Senatorial 
Aspirants and Their Chances. ‘ 

Already the work of preparation for the 
fall campaign has been entered on in this 
State. Cook County is not behindhand. 
The local leaders of both parties are busy. 
As the Vongressiona! and Senatorial nomina- 
ons will be first in order most attention is 
being paid to them just now. 

The interest in the situation has been 
quickened during the last week by the 
announcement tnat Mr. George S. Willits, 
Chairman of the Republican City Central 
Committee and a well-known lawyer, had 
been induced to enter the lists against Con- 
gressman George E. Adams for the Rap ib- 
lican nominauon in the Fourth District, 
which includes the North Division, Lake

View, Jefferson, Cicero, and the northern 


towrs of Cook County. Mr. Willits is a 
goda speaker, has been active in local 
politics in the interest of his party, 


and 1s deeidediy popular. Mr. Adams has 
had four terms in Congress. He was nom: 
nated tne last time on the impiied under- 
standing that if elected he would retire at the 
end of this term. He was elected the last 
two times by diminished majorities. Since 
Hempstead Washburne withdrew from the 
contest for the nomination the opposition to 
Adams has centered on Willits. His nomina- 
tion would de equivalent to an elec- 
tion. He would make an ag- 
gressive canvass, and would command 
a large vote outside his party. Mr. Willits’ 
friends are now making an earnest canvass to 
secure bim the nomination. Tne Democrats 
will probably nominate heir candidate of 
two years ago, Jonathan B. Taylor, while the 
labor people are likely to nominate Mr. Heory 
D. Lloyd, President ot the Personal Rights 
League. 

In the First Distric, it is said that the 
friends of Congressman Abner Taylor have 
effected a junction with the friends of cer- 
tain aspirants for county offices which will 
have ine effect of securing Tuylor a renomi- 
nation on wwe Republican side. Ex-Congress- 
man Dunham is an active cundidate, how- 
ever. Martin J. Russell, the leading editorial 
writer of the Tunes, will probably be the 
Democratic candidate on a strong tariff re- 
form platform. The Republican majority in 
this district 1s a safe one. 

Frank Lawler’s revomination by the Dem- 
ocrats in the Second District is opposed by a 
combination of City-Hali empluyés and Cla u- 
na-Gaels. The latter will not forgive Law- 
ler tor his speech at the Cronin demonstra- 
tion at Cheltenham Beach, and Cregier does 
not ke Our Frank” for some personal rea- 
son. The candidate of the Democratic oppo- 
sition will probably be Joseph P. Mahoney 
or Lawrence M. Enais. Both are lawyers, 
and Mahoney has served two terms in we 
General Assembly. Lawier, if beaten in the 
convention, may run as an independent, Sen- 
ator Richard M. Burke is likely to be the Re- 
publican nominee iu that event. 

There ts tittle in the talk that Congressman 
Mason wants to be County Treasurer. Mr, 
Mason is a candidate for reéiecuon to Coa- 
gress. He will probably be nominated, 
though he will meet with considerable oppo- 
sition in tne Eleventh and Twelfth Wards, 
which bave been somewhat negiected in the 
distributson of tbe Federal patron@ge. Some 
want ex-Mavor Roche to be a candidate, but 
he refuses point blank to quit business for 
politics at this time. Carter H. Harrison, it 
is said, will be the Democratic nominee. Cre- 
gier wants to see him nominated so that he 
may be badly beaten and out of his (Cre- 
gier’s) way next spring. 

THE SENATORIAL SITUATION. 

As to the Senatorial situauon it is probable 
that there will be a lively contest between 
ex-Senator George E. White and Senator 
Eckhardt for ine Republican nomination in 
une First. W. A. Ford, a cooper, will, it is 
understood, be the Cregier nominee. 

In we third Ald. Artnur Dixon is likely to 
be the Republican nominee, with George W. 
Cass, a lawyer, for opponent. 

Senator Monahan, Republican, will be -re- 
nominated in the Fifth and will be. opposed 
either by Lawrence M. Eapis or Joseph F. 
Mahoney, already referred to in connection 
with the Congressional nomination in the 
Second District. 

Senator Joho Humphrey will seek renomi- 
nation by the Repubiitans in the Seventh, 
but will meet with considerable opposition. 
His opponents have not yet united on any 
candiaate. O. W. Nash of Oak Park may be 
the man. The Democrats will run some Le- 
mont statesman. 

In une Ninth there is opposition 20 Senator 
Knopf on account of his multiple vuffices and 
his counection with the Cororer’s faction. 
lke opposing candidate will doubtless be 
taken from the Thirteenth Ward. The Dem- 
ocrats will probabiy nominate Joseph O' Don- 
nell, a present Representative. 

In the Eleventa the Democrats have prom- 
ised tonominate M. J. Bransfield, who was 
defeated for City Clerk by Franz Amberg. 
The Republicans will nominate either Rich- 
ara M. Burke or ex-Ald. Connor. 

In the Thirteenth Senator Garrity will un- 
doubtedly be the Republican nominee. The 
Democrats will nominate some Camp 20 man.

The Republican leaders in the Northern 
portion ot this State have waited on tne iead- 
ing men of the party in Chicago to urge re- 
organization in Cook County.

FOR STATE OFFICES. 

During the last three or four days Franz 
Amberg has received numerous letters from 
prominent State politicians urging him to be- 
come a candidate for State Treasurer. Mr. 
Amberg says he cannot possibly make the 
race. It would sevcessitate a residence at 
Springfield in the event of his elecuon, and 
tuat would mean the obreaking up 
of his private business in Chicago. 
Moreover, the local Kepubiican leaders want 
Mr. Amberg as a candidate for County 
Treasurer, beueving his nomination would 
mean success for the whole county ticket if 
vroperly made up. Jacob Gross is also men- 
tioned asa local candidate for State Treas- 
urer, but as ne held the office once before it 
is not likely that he will be pushed for the 
place, Prof. Gustave Zimmerman, Superin- 
tendent of German in the Chicago public 
schools, who speaks Englisn, Latin, and 
French as fluentiy as he does German, is 
mentioned as a suitable candidate for State 

uperintendent of Public Iustruction. Su- 
perintendent Edwards, it is said, is not de- 
sirous of a renominauon.

and about $7,000,000 is kept to pay overdue 
coupons which may be presented from time 
to time. These items are plain enough, but 
in addition thereis a great surplus of $60,-' 
000,000 or $70,000,000 which remains in the 
Treasury tor no particular purpose and 
serves no end except to contract the cur- 
rency. Why shouldn’t that money be paid 
out for bonds and thus be put in circulation? 
With ample reserves against all its particular 
liabisities what need has the Treasury fora 
vast working balance? It was the policy of 
the Cleveland Administration to swell and ex- 
aggerate the surplus as much as possible, but 
the Republicans should reduce the Treasury 
hoards and get the money into circulation. 


WHY DOMESTIC LINEN I8 IMPOSSIBLE. 

The McKinley Tariff bill doubles the duties 
on fine linen goods and on cheaper goods 
raises them to 50 per cent ad valorem and 3 
cents a pound. To sugarcoat this bitter pill 
to the farmer the duty on flax fiber is largely 
increased, If there is a human being who 
imagines that this doubling of duties or one 

still larger wili add to the quantity of linen 
made or flax grown in this country he is 

doomed to disappointment. Ever siace 1720, 

when the Scotcn-Irish first came to America, 

the manufacture of linen has been faithfully 
and ufisuccessfully tried by them and their 

descendants. Coming from a land notable 

for fine flax and its linen industries, the 

Scotch-Irish tried, wherever they settled in 

this country, to do what they had done so 

successfully at “home.” They stuck to it 
patiently till cotton fabrics were cheapened, 

and then gave it up utterly. 

The experiments of nearly two centuries 
have shown that the climate of this country 
is not suited for the growing of flax for tne 
fiber. There is need for that of adamp and 
fairly moist and neither bot nor cold atmos- 
phere. Where there aresuch extremes of heat 
and cold as in the United States tne plant 
runs rapidly to seed and the fiber becomes 
brittle and short. The result is that flax is 
grown on this side ot the Atlantic only for 
the seed, while the straw for which alone it 
18 raised on the other side is here burnt on 
the fields. It is estimated that a million tons 
of Western flax are thus disposed of. There- 
fore before the plant can be grown on this 
continent for the straw there must be a 
change in the climate. If Maj. McKinley will 
allow of the importation, free of duty, of 
large quantities of the climate of Ireland 
something may be done in the linen way in 
this country, and not otherwise. 

In the next place, if the flax be grown for 
the fiber, there is no crop which entaus as 
much hard and disagreeable iabor on the 
farmer, his wife, and children, for the serv- 
ices of all are required. It cannot be weeded 
with a cultivator, but the work has to be 
done by the farmer’s wife and children on 
their hands and knees. The straw has to be 
pulled and tied in little bundles and soaked 
in water that the fiber may be loosened, and 
the process must not stop too soon or last too 
long. Then the fax must be fire dried and 
scutched to get rid of the wood or shives, 
and then hackled to get rid of the chaff and 
tow. All these processes have to be gone 
through with on the farm, as it does not pay 
to transport the bulky unscutched flax. 
Whoever will read the report of the last 
Tariff Commission will find therein the state- 
ments of numbers of experts to the effect 
that farmers in this country cannot and will 
not go into the back-breaking, shouider-ach- 
ing, unprofitable, ana disagreeable business 
of preparing the flax for the mill were the 
duty thrice what it is. 

Again, even if the farmers did furnish the 
fiber in sufficient quantities the great ex- 
tremes of heat and cold of the American cli- 
mate are unfavorabie to the spinning and 
weaving of linen. An artificial dampness has 
to be produced to overcome the dryness of 
the atmosphere. Itis difficult of regulation 
and is unhealthful for the operatives. Hence 
it is that with all the protection the present 
tariff gives the total capital invested in the 
linen industry does not exceed ten million 
dollars and the aanual product does not ex- 
ceed the amount annually paid as duties on 
flax and linen. Millions of dollars have been 
sunk in the attempt to manufacture linen in 
this country, and capital has learned its les- 
son. : 

Therefore it is madness to talk of increas- 
ing the linen duties. As tais is one of those 
cases where protection cannot protect it 
would be wise to take them off altogether 
and let the American consumers enjoy the 
full benefit of climates which are specially 
adapted for the growing of flax ano the man- 
ufacture of linen. 


DELUDING FARMERS. 

Western Congressmen who are supporting 
the McKinley bill, which proposes to raise 
the taxes on nearly ali the necessaries of life, 
seem to think the farmers will de satisfied 
with the idea that they are being taken in 
on the ground floor“ in the new tariff deal, 
and will be enabied hereafter to extort arti- 
ficial prices from their town customers just 
as the ultra protected manufacturing bosses 
have long done with their victims; Farm- 
ers will not be able, however, to see that they 
can be benefited by establishing non-inter- 
course with other nations. For this reason 
it will hurt Américan farmers as much as the 
Canadians to cut off trade with Canada. If 
the United States bars out Canadian barley 
Canada will certamly forbid the ini 
portation vf American beef, pork, and corn, 
and Congress will find it has been cutting off 
the nose to spite the face. For every Cana- 
dian who is injured by this prohibition 
policy an American will have to suffer as 
much. Duties on agricultural products 
may drive Canadian farmers out of the East- 
ern markets and deprive this country of 
their purchases, which always equal their 
sales, but no one has explained how such 
levies can add a varticle to tue price of 
products which are produced in the West in 
excess of home needs. Last year 22,000 bush- 
els of high-grade oats were imported from 
Oanada to use in making oatmeal, which is 
less in quantity than the average product of 
a Western township. This might all have 
been kept out, but nevertheless the United 
States raised oats enough for a nation of 
100,000,000 people, or 50 per cent more than it 
needed. If farmers beliéve that the price of 
oats will be increased by keeping out the in- 
significant amount that comes from Canada 
they will naturally aim to produce more of 
this crop, and the result will be a bigger sur- 
plus than ever. Believing ia the promise of 
the McKinley bill that oats are to be higher 
priced farmers would naturally increase their 
acreags and produce a quantity double 
what this country can consume, but when 
they come to sell it they will learn that a 
tariff cannot advance the price of a product 
produced in excess of home demands.

McKinley seems to think agriculture an in- 
fant industry which should be encouraged 
and protected so that people will go into it, 
and by competing with one another ulti- 
mately bring down prices. It is on this 
theory that the farmers have consented to 
apply the principle of protection to mann- 
facturing industries, but surely they do not 
want agriculture artificially stimulated so as 
to increase its product and lower still fur- 
ther the prices it gets. Farmers woula 
rather have production checked than stimu-

CORRECT THE MAYOR'S BUNGLING MES- 

SAGE. 

Before the Council orders the publication 
of the Mayor’s message it should refer it to a 
committee of the older members of the body 
—Cuilerton and Dixon, for instance—that it 
may be purged of its gross and amazing sta- 
tistical blunders, mést of which those two 
Aldermen will be able to detect without dif- 
ficulty. It will never do to permit a docu- 
ment which swarms with such glaring er- 
rors to go on the records of the city and mis- 
lead future ages. 

It will not do for the Council to give the 
stamp of its official approval to a document 
which says that the tax for 1889 was only 
$4,022,000, when it was $6,045,000, or that the 
tax per capita in that year was $5.31 when it 
was about 610. It will not do to 
let pass the statement that the Chicago 
taxes of 1889 were paid by 1,200,000 people, 
when the number was only a fraction over 
800,000. It will not do to allow the Mayor 
to compare 1878 with 1889, and to tell the 
world that the conditions which prevailed 
last year prevailed the year after the fire, 
and that because the taxpayers, under the 
whip of dire necessity, paid heavy taxes in 
1873 that, therefore, they should be called on 
to pay them now when. there is no necessity 
for it. The incorrect statements of Mr. 
Cregier in reference to damages for bridges 
and viaducts, made for the purpose of reflect- 
ing on his predecessor, should aiso be ex- 
punged, because untrue and in bad taste. 
The misleading figures about assessments 
should also be revised by the Committee of 
Two, and all the other figure work of the 
message tested by official documents to see if 
it will pass muster. 

Some of these errors were slippedin by Mr. 
Cregier to reflect on his predecessor. The 
majority of them, however, were to create 
the impression that there is need for a vast 
increase of assessments and to back up his 
friend Ala. McAbee, whose resolution on the 
subject happened to come along about the 
same time as the Mayor’s erroneous and 
misleading message. The Assessors must be 
coaxed or driven into pushing up values that 
there may be plenty of money for the Chi- 
cago Tammany Officeholders. If the Mayor’s 
incorrect statistics are not revised these As- 
sessors, when expostulated with for their ex- 
cessive valuations, will fall back on the 
statements of Mr. Cregier as to the need of 
much more money. Let the Committee of 
Revision knock out those perversions of fact 
aad deprive the Assessors of this excuse for 
giving the unfortiinate taxpayers a roast. 
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GO FOR THE LAWYER, NOT THE TREAS- 
URER. 


Col. Davis, the County Treasurer, has re- 
fused to cash the warrants drawn by the 
County Controller to pay the election judges 
who served at the primaries last October. 
He acts thus because his attorney has given 
him an opinion to the effect that the County 
Board has no authority to make the appro- 
priation and that if the Treasurer pays tne 
warrants he will become liable for the 
money. As the Primary Election law says 
nothing about the payment of judges and 
clerks the attorney concludes that they can- 
not be paid unless it be by the political or- 
ganizations which request them to act. 

A city paper, commenting on the action of 
the Treasurer, says: “Col. George R. Davis 
is steadily trying to assassinate the new 
Primary Election law.” That remark shows 
that the paper in question is not yet freed 
from the evil influence of ite old hates and 
prejudices. Otherwise it would have at- 
tacked not the Treasurér but the attorney— 
not the public officer unskiiled in construing 
laws, but the person whom he had chosen as 
his legal adviser but who gave him errone- 
ous advice. For it is unquestionable that 
the construction put on the law by the law- 
yer for the County Treasurer is a bad, nar- 
row, untenable one. There is no likelinooa 
that it will pass muster in the higher courts, 
A better jurist would have given a different 
and a better opinion. It is true that the 
Primary Election law says nothing regard- 
ing the pay of judges and cierks. Why 
it did not cannot be told with cer- 
tainty, but it was probably because 
the General Assembly thought that 
enough had been said on that point in the 
City Election law, with which the Primary 
act is so closely interwoven. The first of 
these laws makes it obligatory on the judges 
to serve for a year, and fixes their pay at 
elections at three dollars a day. Tue second 
creates additional elections, at which the 
judges use the same registry books that they 
do at the regular ones, at which they are 
given the same authority and are subjected, 
in case of a violation of duty. to similar pen-

THE FEDERAL APPELLATE COURT. 

A bili for the reorganizawon of tae Federal 
Judiciary so as to give the District Courts 
increased original jurisdiction and make the 
Circuit Courts tribunals for appealed cases 
and reviews has at last passed the House. 
Substantially the same bill has been adopted 
by the Senate a number of times, but has 
in the House by the Demo- 
crats, who un willing to give a Repub- 
loan President the appointment of the six- 
teen or seventeen additional Judges needed. 
The Democrats showed a disposituon to fili- 
buster against the bill at this session, but 
under the revised rules Speaker Reed quick- 


ly stopped that sort of thing and put the 


measure on its passage. The generai change 
proposed in this bill has been approved 
by the Judiciary Committees of both 
Houses at fiearly every session dur- 
ing the last eight years, and has 
received the emphatic indorsement of 
the Judgesof the Supreme Court and lead- 
ine lawyers inside and outside of Congress. 
With the Federal Sqpreme Court thrée years 
behind and the dockets of the lower courts 
crowded delays and expense amount to a 
practical denial of justice in thousands of 
cases, and corporations and other powerful 


litigants have an enormous advantage. Not- 
withstanding this state of affairs in the Fed- 
eral courts partisanship long stood in the way 


of a needed court reform, but fortunately 
had to give away at last. The quick sup- 
pression of the filibusters and the heavy 
affirmative vote—130 to 138~—indicate the be- 
lief on both sides of the House that relief for 
the Federal courts could not be longer de- 
layed, 

The measure adopted isin substance the 
Judge Davis bili. It makes the District 
Court a general trial court, with original 
jurisdiction in both civil and criminal cases 
of all kinds, while the Circuit Court is re- 
established as a tribunal of review exciusive- 
ly. Two additional Judges are to be added 
to the Circuit Court in all districts save 
those which now have more than one. Civil 
cases which are now taken from tune State 
courts to the Unitea States Circuit must 
hereafter go to the District Court. Appeals 
are to be allowed from the District Court 
and the Supreme Courts of Territories to 
the new Appellate Court, and its decision is 
made final in a large class of cases. In all 
controversies where the United States courts 
get jurisdiction solely because of the citizen- 
ship of the parties the decision of the Cir- 
cuit Court is to be final unless two of 
the three Judges shall certify questions 
which they deem of great importance 
and send them to the Supreme Court. This 
would unquestionably relieve the Federal 
Supreme Court of a large volume of business 
which should neyer be thrown on it, The 
new Circuit Court would stop a flood of cases 
which mvolve fo Yederal questions, but are 
taken into the United States courts solely 
because the parties live in different States. 
Presumadly all cases which involve questions 
arising under the laws and Constitution of 
the United States, and which must go to the 
Federal Supreme Court for final decision, 
will de taken there directiy and without a 
needless trial in the Appellate Court. The 
synopsis of the bill as sent by telegraph is 
not entirely olear on this point, and it is pos- 
ble the Iilinois system may have been adopt- 
ed, by which the Appellate Court is made a 
„ half-way house or toll station on the way 
to the Supreme Court to take another whack 
at suitors’ purses. If this mistake has been 
made it shouid be corrected before the bill 1s 
adopted. New courts are not needed merely 
to furnish extra trials that can’t finally de- 
cide cases, and enable lawyers and officials 
to charge additional fees and costs. The 
new Appellate Court will be useful to the ex- 
tent that it is given final jurisdiction, and 
where that is withheld the appeal should be 
made at once from the trial court to the 
tribunal that can render a conclusive judg- 
ment and let the case be ended. 
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EFFECT OF FREE WOOL AND LOWER DU- 
TIES ON GOODS. 

Tun Trisvune printed some figures last 
week based on the census of 1880 which 
grieved the soul of the Journal, They were 
to the effect that the total cost of woolen 
goods to American consumers in 1880 plus 
the profits of wholesalers and retailers was 
$545,555,427.. It showed further that it the 
production and consumption of woolen goods 
had kept pace with that of population, or 30 
per cent, the total cost to American con- 
sumers in 1890 would de $722,363,487. It then 
went on to give the cost if wool had been ad- 
mitted duty free and if the duty on woolens 
had been cut down from the present 70 per 
cent to the 40 per cent of the Mills bill. As the 
manufacturers have stated that if they could 
get free wool they would be as amply protected 
by a 40 per cent duty on imported woolens as 
by the 70 per cent with wool so highly taxed, 
it Was properly assumed that the price they 
asked for their goods would fall in the same 
ratio as that of the imported woolens, the 
gain to the consumér being, of course, greater 
than the amount of tue tax saved, be- 
cause he would also save the profits of the 
retailer and wholesaler on that high duty. 
It appeared, therefore, that the cost of do- 
mestie and foreign goods would have dropped 
in 1890 to $595, 247,560, making a clear gain to 
the American consumer of $127,115,877. 

Neither an anonymous correspondent of 
the Journal who writes on that subject nor 
the Journal itself can pick a Haw in these 
figures, ana neither tries todo so. They do 
not deny that the consumption of woolens 
has kept pace with the growth in the popula- 
tion, for af they do they must attack the 
tariff which caused the reduced consump- 
tion. They do not say that the price of 
goods is lower than in 1880. They simply 
assume that taking off the duty on wool 
would not make the difference to the manu- 
facturers that the latter say it would. Per. 


. haps on that point the manufacturers have 


the most accurate information. The corre- 
spondent of the Journal in order to prove nis 
case assumes that no more domestic wool 
was consumed in 1889 than in 1879, which is 
a gross error. As more wool was imported 
in 1880 than in 1888 it follows, if the Jour- 
nals figures. are correct, that a smaller 
stock of woolen goods was manbafact. 
ured year before last than in the census 
year, though the popuiation was greatly in- 
creased. A dimitished consumption of a 
necessary arucle does not show a healthy 
state of things. What the Journal should do, 
however, if it wants to get at the truth, is 
to find just how much foreign and domestic 
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the gain to the ur 
‘been had they had it duty free. To that it 
must add the manufacturers’ profit, to that 
the wholesalers’, and to that the retailers’, 
and it will get some idea what the consum- 
ers would gain by free Wool.and the duties 
reduced to 40 per cent. 

- The Journal might also, while prosecuting 
those investigations, ascertain how many of 
the people of Cook County are in favor of 
the still higher price for woolens the Mo- 
Kinley bill will entail and whewner the early 
publicity given the wool schedule of that 
measure has been the cauge of any of the 
sweeping Republican victories which have 
gladdeged its soul of late.

Mosher’s 
father knew of the story of the fabulous es- 
tate awaiting an heir, and he was the first 
to make an investigation. Satisfying him- 
self that it was not entirely a myth, he gave 
a lawyer $2,000 and sent bim to England. 
This was forty years ano. Nothing has been 
heard of the lawyer since. It is suggested 
that interested parties bought him off. 

When the Mosher Heirs’ Association was 
formed $3,000 was raised by assessment to 
conduct another investiga . A smart law- 
yer from Jackson, Michi, optimistic and 
aggressive, was engaged and sent to England 
with this money for expenses. In afew weeks 
a letter from him was received by President 
C. D. Mosher, whieh was assuring, hopeful,

COMMUTATION TICKETS,

A commuter was to pay me con- 
ductor full tare if he should not have bis 
ticket, but in such cases the company had 
fallen into the habit of refunding the money 
on presentation of the ticket. Finally, how- 
ever, the company discontinued this habit, 
and gave notice to that effect in a new tariff 
sheet flea with the Inter-State Commission 
and posted in the stauons of the road as re- 
quired by law. 

The commisston holds that it was not un- 
lawful discrimination to refuse to refund 
money to any one who held such ticket but 
bad forgotten to take it on a certain trip and 
had paid his fare, notwithstanding he sup-

I8 DOMESTIO LINEN POSSIBLE? 


The Problem of the Manafacture of Linen 
Goods ia América.’ 

New York Dry-Goods Rr mit: Granting 
that the object of an increased tariff on linens 
is to encourage their manufacture in this 
country it would be wise o inquire in ad- 
vance whether such an industry is praptica- 
ble here. That is, spinning, Weaving, or 
bleaching any facric above the grade of 
crashes or similar coarse ‘goods, or the main- 
taining of either of these branches. The 
question now, in view of the largely increased 
duties on linens as pr by the Govern- 
ment; is: Can linens be manufactured in 
the United States, and if not, why not? In 
other words, is it a question of insufficient 
protection or are there adverse conditions 
which cannot be overcome? , 

In the first place flax suitable for linen 
weaving cannot be successfully grown in this 
country. The climates where flax for spin- 
ning and weaving is grown have no such 
extremes of heat and cold as Ours. It must 
be adamp atmosphere, and not only moist 
but fairly warm. Here the plant runs to 
straw so rapidly under our hot sun that the 
fiber becomes brittie and short. 

Some time ago a quantity of flax. grown 
in Wisconsin was shipped to Ireland, but 
could not be sold at any price, as the fiber 
was useless for spinning. Flax culture has 
been tried in several sections, but with the 
sameresult, The linen thread milis operated 
in this country import all the flax they use. 

In the finer numbers the greater part are 
single yarns, which are afterward twisted 
here. Spinning can de done here from for- 
eigu flax, but is successful only in the lower 
qualities and up to certain numbers. The 
great extremes of heat and cold are against 
the spinning and weaving of linens. There- 
fore, in order to overcome the dryness of our 
atmosphere ana introduce sufficient moisture 
during the operation of weaving, water has 

o be sprayed and steam jets used. This 

rings other difficulties in its train. If the 
artificial moisture is withdrawn at the end 
of the day instead of being kept up during 
the night the warp threads in the weaving 
will be brittle and cannot be successfully 
woven. On the other hand, if the moisture is 
kept up all night the result is that the harness 
through which the threads pass becomes 
damp, and shrinks so that by morning it will 
not drop level, and therefore weaves uneven- 
ly. Again, the reeds become rusted by a 
night’s exposure to the dampgess, and, whefi 
starting up the looms, the Warp is greatly 
damaged and the reéds themselves are soon 
rendered useless. Neither gan weavers be 
got to work regularly where there is an arti- 
ficial spray used, as they cannot keep their 
heaith in this climate when subjected to con- 
tinual wet. Constant dropping on the floors 
keeps them flooded, and thé operatives, of 
course, must suffer greatly in health and 
condition from damp atmosphere and cloth- 
ing and wet feet. 

It is a fallacy to think that linen can be en- 
tirely bleached by chemicals In the fiber of 
the flax is contained a quo spbstance that 
no known chemicals will lifts “['his gum keeps 
tne fiber from whitening, and its removal is 
necessary before the chemicals can work. 
The only method by which.the gum can be 
removed without mjury to the fiber is by ex- 
posure to the action of the atmospliere. To 
properly bleach fine linens various processes

— or guardian. In the statistics quoted 
rom private and unverified sources there is 
nothing to indicate the method of enrollment of 
a large class who are advancedin classification 
and enrolled in more than one department, 

The statistics oo from private sources re- 
late to enroliment only. Many of these may at- 
tend for a month or week only. Those of the 
State are confined to those who attend three 
months or more. This may account largely for 
the discrepancy between public and private 
statistics. 

There are facts that go to show that 4 large 
number of Ghildren enrolled in private schools 
attend the public school also three months dur- 
ing the year. Anysystem of compatation, there- 
fore, which involves uniting the two enrollments 
results in a large double enrollment, Bach case 
of such double enrollment covers a case of one 
who does not go to school at all. Suppose there 
are 900 children in Madison, 600 are reported 
in spublic schools and 200 in private schools. 
Apparently that accounts for all. But it 100 of 
these attend the public schools five months and 
the private schools another five months there is 
a double enrollment, and 100 children who do not 
attend at all are not accounted for really by the 
combined report. 

In the publie schools English teaching is com- 
pulsory. No statistics quoted show to what 11 
any extent 2 is taught in private schools. 
This is the vital point. Itis rightand just that 
Germans and other foreign-born citizens should 
be loyal to their mother tongue, No true Amer- 
ican would object to that. eshould all remem- 
ber to be loyal to the language and institutions 
of this country as well. Tne children have no 
other country but America, no other hope than 
an American hope, no other chance in life than 
an American chance, and no other citizenship to 
take on and serve the State under than American 
citizenship, If all this be true, can any parent 
act the part of a true American citizen who does 
not do ail in his power to give his children a 
knowledge of the American language? And is 
he acting the part of good citizenship who op- 
poses law which was devised for that and no 
other purpose? '

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were active yes- 
terday, and averaged stronger, in spite of a gen- 
eral impression at the outset that they were 
going to be weak. There was more support 
from the outside than had been calculated on, 
and much of it appeared to be new business, the 
volume of which was greater than for any one of 
the t irty days preceding the stoppage ot quota- 
tions. The weather in the West was fine, with 
temperatures up to the average of the season at 
this date. 

It is surmised to be more than barely possible 
that some of the recent buying of pork, which 
helped to send the market up at a bound, was 
done by agents of the clique without being for 
the clique itself. It is hinted that the men re- 
ferred to may bave surmised the clique pork 
would be thrown on the market and wanted to 
get ready for it by making a place tor the stuff 
when it should be offered for saie. As the ex- 
pected “throwing” did not occur it became 
necessary to cover in some other way, and it wus 
done ata sharp loss. Another intimation is to

Evidentiy the outlook is a blue one in some sec- 
tions, and Lilinois and indiana seem to be the 
worst off in this respect. 

The wheat crop of India is now reported to be 
85,000,000 bu less than that of a year ago, and 
70, 000 000 bu less than the rece it average. 

A Board of Trade man remarked yesterday 
that he nad just received an offer on 500 cars of 
vats to go to Colorado at a price which is IGIlHh e 
per bu better than he could obtain) by bringing 
them here.
